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Synopsis 


In 1870 when a ferocious hurricane finally thrashes itself 
out of the island of Jamaica, Frederick (NIGEL DAVEN- 
PORT) and Mrs. Thornton (ISABEL DEAN) decide that 
their five children must be sent to England for an educa- 
tion. They feel that their children’s personalities are being 
affected by the primitive pagan beliefs of the islanders. 

The Thornten children, along with two Creole young- 
sters, are entrusted to Captain Marpole (KENNETH J. 
WARREN), whose schooner is sailing for England. A few 
days out of port, their ship is attacked by a pirate schooner 
under the command of Chavez (ANTHONY QUINN), a 
strange morose man who is finding it increasingly difficult 
to stay ahead of the new steam-powered warships and mer- 
chant vessels. Chavez dreams of owning a farm, while his 
first mate, Zac (JAMES COBURN), wants to open a 
gambling casino in Tampico. 

The children are taken aboard as part of the booty, and 
soon they adjust to their bizarre new surroundings. They 
have been raised with the superficial manners of proper 
English children in a country deminated by black magic 
and superstition, and are not surprised by weird contrasts 
and illogical actions. Unable to perceive the horrible reality 


of their situation, they are soon terrorizing the pirates with 
their madcap pranks and juvenile cabals. 

Ashore at a bordello operated by the noterious Rosa 
(Lila Kedrova), one of the children is killed in an accident. 
Back on the high seas, young Emily (DEBORAH BAXTER) 
is impaled through the leg with a marlinspike, and during 
an attack of fever, she kills a captured Dutch sea captain 
(GERT FROBE). Only Chavez witnesses this violence. 
Since Emily would not remember this incident, Chavez re- 
solves never to tell her. 

After his crew stages a mutiny against him, Chavez 
realizes that serieus trouble is ahead, and he is not dis- 
appointed. He and his men are captured by the British 
Navy and brought to trial. On the witness stand, young 
Emily denounces Chavez and his crew. Chavez does not 
speak and refuses to betray the information that would 
destroy Emily. 

Although Chavez is resigned to being hanged, his crew 
is not. They protest their innocence as they are being led 
te the gallows. He asks them why they are afraid to die, 
when they have all killed so freely in the past, but they 
ignore him.

“A High Wind in Jamaica” is 
set in the Caribbean of the 
1860’s, when steam-powered war- 
ships were slowly chasing pirates 
off the seas. Among the last of 
the pirate ships is one command- 
ed by the _ grizzled Captain 
Chavez, played by Anthony 
Quinn. One day Chavez and his 
crew of disgruntled buccaneers 
capture a sailing vessel, murder 
its crew, and kidnap its passen- 
gers, who are all children on 
their way to school in England. 
In the days that follow the chil- 
dren have the run of the ship, 
and eventually it becomes difficult 
to discern between kidnappers 
and the kidnapped. 


Anthony Quinn, nominated for 
an Academy Award for his re- 
cent performance in “Zorba the 
Greek,” stars as Chavez, the 
pirate who would rather be a 
farmer. Portraying a Spaniard 
presents no unusual problems for 
Quinn, who is of Mexican-Irish 
ancestry. In his career he has 
played a full range of interna- 
tional characters, including a 
Cheyenne Indian in “The Plains- 
man,” a Mexican bandit in “Viva 
Zapata,” an Italian circus strong- 
man in “La Strada,” the French 
painter Paul Gauguin in “Lust 
for Life,” a Greek resistance 
fighter in “Guns of Navarone,” 
an Arab chieftain in “Lawrence 
of Arabia,’ a Spanish officer in 
“Behold a Pale Horse,” a Balkan 
merchant in “The Visit,” the 
Mongolian Emperor Kublai Khan 
in “Marco Polo” and a Greek 
patriarch in “Zorba the Greek.” 


James Coburn, described as a 
cross between Lee Marvin and 
Jean-Paul Belmondo, plays the 
First Mate, Zac, a very blood- 
thirsty and profane young pirate. 
Coburn first came to the atten- 
tion of the world with his por- 
trayal of the knife-happy Texan 
in “The Magnificent Seven.” 
- Within the past few years he has 
become a star due to his per- 
formances in “The Great Es- 
cape,” “Charade,” “The Ameri- 
canization of Emily,” “The Loved 
One,” and “Major Dundee.” His 
next two films, both for 20th 
Century-Fox, will be “Our Man 
Flint” and “Stagecoach.” 


Lila Kedrova, winner of an 
Academy Award for her per- 
formance as Madame Hortense 
in “Zorba The Greek,” appears 
again with Anthony Quinn as the 
proprietress of a brothel. And 
Gert Frobe, who played the title 
role in “Goldfinger,” will play a 
sea captain captured by Chavez 
and his pirates.

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Every Role A New Experiment 
For Actor Anthony Quinn 


Anthony Quinn usually be- 
comes impatient whenever he is 
questioned about why he takes 
a particular role. To a dedicated 
actor like Quinn, the answer is 
obvious and the question redun- 
dant. An actor has to act to ful- 
fill his vocation. And when he is 
a star it is understandable that 
he enjoys a luxury of being able 
to choose roles, Therefore, he ac- 
cepts a role only if it appeals to 
him and presents a challenge. 

That, for example, is why the 
burly Mexican-Irish actor ac- 
cepted the part of “Chavez,” the 
strange pirate chief in “A High 
Wind in Jamaica,” 20th Century- 
Fox adventure film in Cinema- 
Scope and DeLuxe Color and 
opening at the 
Theatre. 

“T was excited long ago by the 
book written by Richard 
Hughes,” Quinn said during loca- 
tion filming in Jamaica. “It was 
for me a great story of a bunch 
of misfits—men who try to be 
pirates in an era that had already 
made this a crime and had practi- 
cally destroyed the whole concept 
of piracy by simple scientific and 
economic evolution. 

“The pathetic nature of their 
characters and their degree of 
alienation is indicated by the fact 
that they were trying to operate 
as sailing buccaneers despite the 
fact that most of the rich prizes 
were much faster steamships. 
These poor pirates chose an out- 
moded way of life and were 
doomed to failure simply because 
there was no place for them in 
the world. They were fifty years 
too late. 

“I chose this part, “Quinn 
continued, “because I happen to 
believe that the world today is 
heavily populated with misfits, 
of one kind or another. Just as 
those pirates were put out of 
business by steamships, many 
people today cannot adjust to 
our rapidly changing modern 

“world. Workers are being re- 
placed by machines. Merchants 
are being replaced by chain 
stores. Innkeepers are being re- 
placed by giant luxury hotels. Of 
course, most people can keep 
abreast of the changes, but there 
are many who cannot, and who 
become misfits, just like Chavez 
and his pirates. 

Quinn, with the benefit of 25 
years motion picture experience, 
and a string of roles he can’t 
even count, seeks new enrich- 
ment from working with every 
new colleague. He readily volun- 
teers that it was a fruitful ex- 


perience working with Alexander 
MacKendrick, the director, for 
the first time. And his co-star 
James Coburn, who plays the 
pirate’s first mate, contributed 
to the overall working relation- 
ship. Quinn said it was a great 
team. 

“But every part, every motion 
picture is an experiment. The 
success or failure of the ex- 
periment must be judged by the 
public. They constitute our Su- 
preme Court,” Quinn said, ending 
the interview. 


Fast-Moving James Coburn 
Must Keep in Condition 


In Rio Bueno, Jamaica, a short 
while ago, while the whole island 
was sleeping, one man was jog- 
ging silently along the deserted 
beaches. He was actor James Co- 
burn, starring with Anthony 
Quinn in the 20th Century-Fox 
adventure film, “A High Wind in 
Jamaica” in CinemaScope and 


DeLuxe Color opening ...... at 
the viii Theatre. 
Religiously, the tall, rangy 


actor ran three miles every 
morning. Then he had breakfast 
with his wife and son before re- 
porting for the day’s filming. 

“Keeping in trim is difficult 
enough at home,” he said. “And 
there isn’t the location yet where 
people don’t indulge themselves 
too much on food and drink. I’m 
only human but I’ve got to stay 
in condition somehow.” 

Coburn apparently feels he 
has to be hale and hearty to cope 
with his busy career. Ever since 
he first came to the attention of 
film audiences as the knife-happy 
cowboy in “The Magnificent Sev- 
en,” his career has soared. Re- 
cently he has had important roles 
in “The Loved One,” “The Ameri- 
canization of Emily,” “Major 
Dundee,” and “Charade,” as well 
as “A High Wind in Jamaica.” 

He is set to star in two up- 
coming pictures from 20th Cen- 
tury-Fox. In “Our Man Flint’ he 
stars as the tough, James Bond 
type of spy, and in “Stagecoach” 
he will play the role of the Ringo 
Kid, the same role enacted by 
John Wayne 25 years ago. 

He is signed to two long-term 
contracts by Fox and Filmways 
Productions, and expects to be 
very busy for the next several 
years. For such a busy career, he 
no doubt feels he must stay in 
top physical condition. 


With Star Role in “High Wind” 


James Coburn has fought his 
way to stardom the hard way— 
gunning down Injuns, slitting 
throats, slugging badmen, storm- 
ing Normandy beach and gener- 
ally mowing down all comers for 
a decade before Hollywood rec- 
ognized him as the versatile 
and talented actor that he is. 
The tall, lanky tough-guy per- 
former, who has been described 
as a cross between Humphrey 
Bogart and Lee Marvin, can now 
look forward to a wide range of 
starring roles. 

Presently he is starring with 
Anthony Quinn in “A High Wind 
in Jamaica,” 20th Century-Fox 
adventure film in CinemaScope 
and DeLuxe Color opening ..... 
at the Theatre. Coburn 
plays first mate on a pirate ship 
commanded by Quinn, and the 
motion picture relates how they 
kidnap several children, only to 
have the children usurp control 
of the ship. 

Coburn was born in Nebraska, 
educated in Los Angeles, and 
served as a radio operator in the 
Army. After his discharge he 
studied drama at Los Angeles 
City College, and immediately 
after graduation, he won a role 
in the La Jolla Playhouse pro- 
duction of “Billy Budd.” He then 
journeyed to New York, where 
he played in several off-Broad- 


way productions, and eventually 
broke into television with small 
parts. 

When TV _ production was 
moved to Hollywood from New 
York, Coburn moved with the 
source of his livelihood, and soon 
found time to appear in several 
motion pictures, 

His first big break came when 
director John Sturges selected 
him for the part of the knife- 
happy Texan in “The Magnificent 
Seven.” This part established Co- 
burn as an outstanding featured 
performer, and he spent the next 
years doing guest-starring roles 
on television. Then John Sturges 
tapped him again for a leading 
role in “The Great Escape,” and 
James Coburn was on his way to 
the top. After “The Great Es- 
cape,” Coburn gave a memorable 
performance as the gangster 
“Tex” with Audrey Hepburn and 
Cary Grant in “Charade.” He 
followed this with a performance 
as a wacky Annapolis Naval offi- 
cer in “The Americanization of 
Emily,” the part that led to his 
starring role in “A High Wind in 
Jamaica.” 

Coburn has been married since 
1958, and has a four-year-old son. 
He enjoys exercise and keeps in 
physical condition by running a 
specified distance every morning 
before breakfast.

Anthony Quinn and Lila Ke- 
drova appeared together for the 
first time in “Zorba the Greek,” 
and both received Academy 
Award nominations for their per- 
formances. Now they are teamed 
again in the 20th Century-Fox 
adventure film, “A High Wind in 
Jamaica” in CinemaScope and 
DeLuxe Color opening ...... at 
the Theatre. 

Born in Russia two years after 
the Bolshevik Revolution, Miss 
Kedrova’s family emigrated to 
Paris to join the Russian colony 
there. In her early teens she en- 
tered drama school and then 
found no difficulty graduating 
into the flourishing Parisian 
theatre. 

In Paris, Lila was anxious to 
make a motion picture, but could 
not find time to escape her com- 
mitments to the theatre. Finally 
she appeared with the famous 
French actor, Jean Gabin, in a 
film that enjoyed success in 
France and England, but never 
made it across the Atlantic. 

But Elmo Williams, 20th Cen- 
tury-Fox’s managing director of 
production in Europe, had seen 
that picture, and contacted her. 
She was appearing on French 
television at the time, but he 


coaxed her to test for Michael 
Cacoyannis, who was directing 
“Zorba the Greek.” 


“T will never forget that epi- 
sode,” Lila says. “I was deeply 
involved with rehearsals for the 
television production. Mr, Wil- 
liams telephoned me and pleaded 
with me to find time to make the 
test. It was most flattering. 
Finally my TV producer gave me 
permission to travel to Crete to 
make the test.” 


The test was so successful that 
Lila returned to Crete to appear 
opposite Anthony Quinn as Ma- 
dame Hortense, an aging French 
coquette who had been the mis- 
tress of four admirals. As a re- 
sult of her electrifying perform- 
ance, she was the winner of an 
Academy Award and selected to 
play the proprietress of a bawdy 
house in “A High Wind in Ja- 
maica.” 

Now Lila Kedrova has _ re- 
turned to Paris where she will 
continue with her stage career 
and study English intensively. 

“After all,” she says. “I don’t 
want to finish up playing nothing 
but broken English parts. There 
are a thousand and one actresses 
who can do that.”

The Boot, Says Quinn, 
Is On the Other Foot 


The one thing calculated to 
make some actors laugh is when 
they hear themselves or their 
colleagues described as people 
who are “just like anybody else” 
when met off duty. 

Considerable thought has been 
given to this matter by Anthony 
Quinn, who stars with James 
Coburn and Lila Kedrova in “A 
High Wind in Jamaica,” 20th 
Century-Fox release in Cinema- 
scope and DeLuxe Color opening 
at the Theatre. 

In his opinion, the real prob- 
lem is quite the reverse. “Getting 
to know quite ordinary people,” 
he explains, “that’s what actors 
miss, particularly when they’ve 
become famous in any capacity. 
It’s the ordinary people who can 
never remain themselves when 
they are in the company of stars 
or big name actors. 

“Yet this is what the actor 
needs more than anything: a 
chance to meet people, to talk 
and laugh with them, and to feel 
sure that what we are seeing and 
either enjoying or hating is the 
real person, not an act of some 
description put on for our benefit. 

“Actors, and I know this goes 
for me, find that most people 
they meet during their off-duty 
time try to impress them with a 
performance of the kind of be- 
havior they think the actor en- 
joys. This is invariably based on 
the actor’s screen or stage image 
and so nine times out of ten the 
actor becomes bored and in some 
measure insulted by the _ be- 
havior.” 

So, if you ever meet Anthony 
Quinn, don’t try to render a per- 
formance of Zorba, or any of his 
other famous characterizations. 
As in all other matters, just be 
yourself,
